Twelve of the total staff of 
SO have had to be laid off. due 
to what association prei^nt 
W. Bruce Pye described as ”a 
financial crisis.”

The problem is iiurk of funds. 
For some mcmths past, the as­ 
sociation has found difficuUy in 
disposing of the brooms, rugs 
and other goods made at the 
workshop on BaUi St. 
Some of its major customers 
haw had to cancel their orders. 


said Norman Ryan, director (g 
the wm-kship. and so far the 
association has not been able 
to find others. There arc 2 ^ 
unsold brooms, and the pile is 
growing. 
As a result, the association 
has lost $15,000 in the last six 
months, and is continuing to 
run into the red at a rate of |2,- 
SOO a month. Ryan said. 
It is not just the 30 people 
at the Bristol workship who are 
involved. The serious financial 
^position the association finds 
itself in m i^t ultimately af­ 
fect other blind peqple in Bucks 
County. 
325 Aided 
“The association helps 325 
blind and partially sighted peo­ 
ple in the area.” said Mrs. Ruth 
A. StymiMt, secretary to the 


board and manaiter of the as­ 
sociation’s 
Doylestown 
work­ 
shop. 
“We suiH>ly them with glaM«i. 
have a circulating BraUle li­ 
brary. distribute white canes, 
and

$32 Million Deficit Noted ' 
Rigid Economy Plan 
Ordered By Gov. 


HARRISBURG (UPI) - Gov. 
WUUam W, Scranton today esU- 
mated a 133 mUUui General Fund 
deficit for the 191^-lS fiscal year 
and ordered a “stringent economy 
program” to wipe it out by the 
end of the next fiscal period. 
Scranton jcUted his first iiews 
confer^ice ainee becoming gov­ 
ernor Jan. 15 by disckieing he has 
ordMfid ctdhacks in every agency 
of state government. Directives 
issued to every department head 
inriude a lid on virtuaUy aU new 
hiring for this fiscal year which 
anda June 30. and a review of 
budget requeris for the 1911-M 
fiscal year aimed at slashiag 
operating cotta by 30 per cent. 
However. Scranton ruled out a 
tax booet “for the immediate fu­ 


ture” but said at the same time 
there could be no tax cut at (he 
state level. 
Mad Predicted Balaace 
Former Democratic Gov. David 
L. Lawrence had predicted before 
leaving office the current ll bd 
lion pltM budget would bt bal­ 
anced and noted that hi finialed 
the IWl-dS fiscal year wRh a $16.6 
million surplus, which was iaeor 
ported in the inneaent fls(^ blue­ 
print.

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Resolutions 
OKd To Fix 
Voting Areas 


Resolutions to combine certain 
election districts in Falls and 
divide certain districts in War­ 
minster Townships were approved 
this morning at a meeting of the 
Bucks County Commissioners. 
The resolutions, submitted by 
Harold Hellyer, clerk of the Bucks 
County Elections Board, are de­ 
signed to facilitate voting in the 
respective districts. 
Hellyer pointed out that the 
second step will be to file a peti­ 
tion with the Bucks County Court 
of Quarter Sessions for a hearing. 
He added that when the hearing 
date is set, maps outlying the 
proposed district changes would 
be posted. 
To Combine Areas 
The election clerk said the vast 
area in the lower first district of 
Falls Township will be combined 
with the upper first district and 
would henceforth be designated 
as the upper first district. 
The upper district would then 
be divided into two precincts. At 
present there are three precincts 
in that district. 
Hellyer 
explained 
that 
the 
reason for the merger was be­ 
cause the lower election district 
of Falls Township has been im­ 
practical. He said there are 174 
voters in the lower district but 
only about 60 voters have been 
turning up at the polls. 
The area is a land of sand 
pits, islands and ponds and that 
there is not much of a population 
boom in the wind there, Hellyer 
said. The Falls Township district 
merger would encompass about 
1,700 voters, he added. 
Voting Location 
Voters would cast their ballots 
at the Fallsington polls. 
The first district, first precinct 
boundary line runs along Lower 
Makefield Road. Lincoln Highway 
and Morrisville Borough. 
The first district, third precinct 
boundary runs along Lincoln High­ 
way FaJIsington-Tullytown Road, 
Tullytown Borough. Delaware Riv­ 
er and Morrisville. 
The purpose of the Warminster 
election district split, Hellyer ex­ 
plained. is to make it easier for 
committee people to work and to 
reduce the voting population by 
one half. 
Split Proposed 
O U Warminster's first district 
is being split to create a sixth 
district bounded by Bristol, Valley 
and Street Roads and the Upper

In direct opposite, the board 
spent much time and wasted mam 
words in “kicking around” the col­ 
lection of taxes owed the school 
district, particularly the often-dis­ 
cussed mercantile tax.

least $16,000 and possibly much 
more” delinquent tax money owed 
the school district. 
$44,000 Collected 
He noted that the 1962 school 
budget reflected $60,000 in anti 
cipated revenue from the mercan­ 
tile tax (levied on wholesale and 
retail 
business 
establishments). 
To date, he said $44,000 has been 
coUeoted. 
“This leaves $16,000 uncollected 
to date in 1961 mercantile taxes.” 
McGrath pointed out. However, 
he said the school district still 
hasn’t collected delinquent taxes 
from previous years.

said, “is that although we get a 
lot rt applications for assistance, 
we never like to turn anyone 
away.

So far, the Doylestown branch, 
which employs .six blind workers, 
lias not been affected, but unless
